Inquiry Based on Post-Dispatch 
Article Which Guffey Calls ‘Lie’ 


Republican Senator Reads 
Article.on Pennsyl- 
vanian’s Aid to Barter 
Deal Operator.

WASHINGTON, July 29. — As a 
result of news stories printed in the 
Post-Dispatch some time ago, Sen- 
ator H. Styles Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, demanded today in the 
Senate an investigation of oil deals 
with Mexico, out of which, he 
charged, had come contributions to 
the Democratic party. 

Bridges read into the record an 
article printed in the Post-Dispatch 
on June 15, telling how Senator Jo- 
seph F. Guffey (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, had interested himself in be- 
half of W. R. Davis, the oil oper- 
ator who arranged Mexico’s barter 
deals with Germany. 

The article told how Guffey had 
gone to Mexico City with Walter 
A. Jones, a Pittsburgh oil man and 
one of the heavy contributors to 
the Democratic campaigns of 32 
and ‘36, in connection with oil deals 
in 1937. This was a year before 
the Mexican Government expropri- 
ated properties of American and 
British companies valued at up to 
$400,000,000. 

Quotes From Logan Act. 

Because Bridges had prefaced his 
reading of the Post-Dispatch arti- 


cle with a quotation from the Lo- 
gan Act, which makes it a criminal 
offense for a citizen of the United 
States to undertake to bind the 
United States in negotiations with 
a foreign Power. administra- 
tion Senators rallied to the support 
of Guffey and a controversy broke 
out on the floor as to whether the 
New Hampshire Senator had vio- 
lated the rule of senatorial courtesy. 

Senator Minton (Dem.), Indiana, 
asked thatthe chair decide whether 
Bridges had violated the rule. Sen- 
ator La Follette, Wisconsin Pro- 
gressive, who was presiding in the 
absence of the Vice-President, ruled 
that senatorial courtesy had not 
been violated since Bridges had 
“merely read from newspaper ar- 
ticles.” 

This brought an immediate pro- 
test from Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
Tennessee, who demanded a vote 
on whether the Senate should sus- 
tain the chair’s ruling. 

“This is a very vague proposition 
as yet,” Senator Borah said. “No 
imputations have been made 
against Senator Guffey. Surely we 
are not prevented from reading 
from a newspaper or other publica- 
cation. It is conceded that the news- 
paper article does not bring any 
accusation under the Logan Act.” 

Guffey Makes Reply. 

Guffey himself finally rose to ask 
the Senate to sustain the ruling of 
the presiding officer, saying that he 
wanted “all the facts” brought out. 
When Bridges had finally finished 
reading his speech, Guffey rose to 
declare that the newspaper article 
was a “malicious, character-destroy- 
ing lie.” 

He charged that the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent who wrote the arti- 
cle, Marquis W. Childs, had re- 
ceived “other compensation than 
that paid him by the newspaper” 
for writing the articles Bridges had 
read. He made a similar charge 
against Ruth Sheldon, whose arti- 
cle on the Mexican oil situation in 
this week’s Saturday Evening Post 
quotes at length from the Childs’ 
article. 

“I sincerely hope the Senator 
from New Hampsire did not read 
these newspaper articles for the 
Same reason that they were writ- 
ten,” Guffey said in conclusion, de- 
nouncing Bridges for not having 
made inquir.- of him with respect 
to the “truth” of the newspaper 
stories before he read them into 
the Senate record. 

Guffey did not deny, however, 
that he had gone to Mexico City 
with Walter Jones, to whom he 
referred as “my friend.” 

“I gave him all the facts,” Guffey 
said, after relating that the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent had 
come to him to ask him about the 
story. “I told him that I had gone 
to Mexico City because I had been 
in the oil business there from 1918 
to 1921.

Testimony of Claussen. 

Claussen took the witness stand 
after a procession of insurance 
company executives who testified 
that they paid large sums to Street 
without requiring any explanation 
other than that the money was 
to be used for “legal fees and oth- 
er expenses.” He was described 
as “a most refreshing witness” by 
Frank Hollingsworth of counsel 
for the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment. 

Claussen, Western manager of 
the London and Lancashire Insur- 
ance Co., said Street approached 
him with a check for 11 per cent 
of the company’s impounded pre- 
minums in the rate case and asked 
him to give him in exchange a 
check of the company for 5 per 
cent of the impounded premiums, 
When he asked Street why his 
company did not receive a check 
for 6 per cent of the premium if 
that was the net amount it was 


to receive, Claussen said he was

Official quarters, meanwhile, said 
the British Ambassador to Tokyo, 
Sir Robert Leslie Craigie, had been 
instructed to make representations 
to Japan against anti-British de- 
monstrations which have continued 
during the Tokyo talks over Brit- 
ish-Japanese difficulties in China. 

Those talks have not been go- 
ing well, officials indicated, with 
currency and silver questions 
coming up for consideration Mon- 
day. It was understood Japan 
asked that British protection be 
withdrawn from Chinese Govern- 
ment silver which is in banks of 
the Tientsin British concession. 

Demonstrations Widespread. 

Since June 14 the British and 
French concessions there have been 
under Japanese blockade while 
anti-British demonstrations have 
occurred in Tokyo, Peiping, Tsing- 
tao and other cities. — 

There were reports in London 
that Tokyo municipal authorities 
were arranging further anti-British 
rullies Monday outside the British 
Embassy and the building in which 
the conferences are being held. 

Dissatisfaction was indicated in 
official circles over progress of the 
Tokyo negotiations and pressure for 
a stronger stand in ths Orient has 
grown since the United States de- 
nounced its 1911 trade treaty with 
Japan July 26.

French-Soviet negotiations is ex- 
pected from Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain Monday prior to the last 
foreign affairs debate before Par- 
liament adjourns Aug. 4.

Calling Soviet Russia “the great- 
est military Power in the world,” 
Lioyd George said: “If you want 
their help you ought to send some- 
body there who is worthy of our 
dignity and theirs.”

TOKYO MOVE 10 SAVE 
FACE IN GERMAN PACT 


Acclaim Given New Trade 
Treaty Apparently Intended to 
Soften U. S. Blow. 


TOKYO, July 20 (Sunday) (AP). 
~The initialing in Berlin of a new 
German-Japanese trade treaty was 
interpreted here today as enabling 
the Japanese Government to save 
face domestically after the shock of 
Washington's abrupt denunciation 


of the 1911 United States-Japanese 
trade pact. 

Thé agreement with Germany 
was initialed Friday and yesterday 
the Foreign Office gave the devel- 
opment unusual attention by issu- 
ing a statement stressing the sig- 
nificance of the pact as strengthen- 
ing the anti-Comintern front. 

“Japan will be able to get an aug- 
mented supply of articles from Ger- 
many required in times of peace 
as well as war,” the statement said. 
“The agreement brings Japan into 
still closer relationship with her 
collaborators against the Comin- 
tern. 

“It is a matter for congratula- 
tion that through agreements such 
as the trade agreements with Man- 


}choukuo and Italy and the present 


German-Japanese agreement the 
anti-Comintern axis is being stead- 
ily strengthened in economic and 
other spheres.” 

Germany, Italy, Japan, Man- 
choukuo, Hungary and Spain are 
bound together to combat Com- 
munism. 

Some circles interpreted the spe- 
cial mention of Japan’s new ability 
to get articles “required in times 
of peace as well as war” as a hint 
to the United States that steps 
thereby were being taken to soften 
the blows of any arms embargo. 

Japanese newspapers quoted 
Major-General Eugen Ott, German 
Ambassador to Tokyo, as saying 
“the.new agreement is an expres- 
sion of the will of both nations 
to promote their relations in the 
fields of not only economics but 
also of politics.” 

Many observers considered the 
German-Japanese action a swift 
maneuver clearly linked with the 
United States’ abrogation of its 
treaty with Japan last Wednesday. 


70-BED TRACHOMA HOSPITAL 
AT ROLLA DEDICATED BY STARK 


Governor Hails $136,000 Building as 
One of Greatest Accomplishments 
of His Administration. 

ROLLA, Mo. July 29 (AP).— 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark hailed Mis- 
souri’s new Trachoma Hospital to- 


day as an investment that will re- 
pay the State uncounted dividends 
in health, happiness and earning 
power.

“I take no greater pride in any 
accomplishment-of my administra- 
tion than its campaign to eradicate 
three great plagues (syphilis, can- 
cer and trachoma) from Missouri.

“We get a mere hint of the eco- 
nomic loss caused by trachoma 
when we consider the fact that 
Missouri pays out $280,000 a year in 
blind pensions to victims of tra- 
choma.”

O’Mahoney, chairman of _ the 
Government's Monopoly Investigat- 
ing Committee, told the Senate 
that “there is no solution” to the 
nation’s business ills along the 
course of relief spending. 

“The solution lies rather in the 
stimulation of private enterprise,” 
he added. “Ninety per cent of the 
business men in the United States 
only want to go forward,” O’Ma- 
honey shouted to the chamber, 
“Give them the signal. Adopt this 
amendment.” Several Senators 
went to O’Mahoney’s desk and 
shook his hand after he had com- 
pleted an address !asting more than 
an hour, 

Before approving the O’Mahoney 
proposal, the chamber rejected a 
similar amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Danaher (Rep.), Connecticut. 
The Danaher proposal differed from 
O’Mahoney’s in that it would have 
permitted the courts to decide 
whether public offers for the pur- 
chase of existing private enterprises 
were “reasonable.” Under O’Ma- 
honey’s amendment, that decision 
would be made by the Commissioner 
of Public Works. 

Before it recessed, the Senate 
accepted, by a voice vote, an amend- 
ment by Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, to prohibit political con- 
tributions by labor unions or other 
organizations except with the fore- 
knowledge of their members. Tyd- 
ings indicated during debate that 
the amendment was aimed at such 
loans as the $470,000 advance made 
to the Democratic party in 1936 by 
John L. Lewis’ United Mine Work- 
ers.

Next month, even under the com- 
mission’s new liberalized policy, 
it probably won’t be more than $10. 

3.9 Per Cent Get Enough Aid 

Only 3.9 per cent of the families 
got enough relief aid on the $10.81 
basis, Sneed reported, and 70 per 
cent of the families got less than 
half enough. 

Worst of all, with more than 35,- 
000 children in direct relief fami- 
lies, the more children there were 
in a family the more inadequately 
were its needs me’. 

In contrast, Sneed’s survey 
showed that “for the most part, 
the amount of assistance being 
granted aged persons in Missouri 
appears to meet adequately their 
ordinary needs.” 


The State Social Security Com- 
mission examined Sneed’s statis- 
tics, compared it to the legislative 
apportionment of relief funds for 
1939 and 1940, and then published 
this conclusion: 


“Missouri has develuped and ex- 
panded old-age assistance while 
giving relativel, little attention to 
dependent children and _ other 
groups in need of public aid. As 
a result of the heavy emphasis 
upon assistance for the aged, Mis- 
souri’s public relief program has 
tended to become more and more 
unbalanced with respect to the 
needs being met.”

COTTON FOR FRANCO? 
A deal is on in Washington to turn over 300,000 


‘bales of cotton to Gen. Franco for Fascist Spain. The 


Export-Import Bank, headed by Warren Lee Pierson, 
favors it, and says it will go through if Franco can 
meet the terms proposed by the bank. Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau is strongly opposed for 
reasons which should be wider known. 

While the late Spanish Republic was still the rec- 
ognized Government of Spain, it sold $6,450,000 
worth of silver to the United States in order to prose- 
Franco, now that he is 
the dictator of Spain, has brought suit against the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York for return of 
the silver. A United States District Court has al- 


ready refused to return the silver, and there is no 


likelihood that this stand will be reversed; the silver 
was bought from a legal government—bought and 


paid for.

The primary obligation to face the total 
Situation and to formulate measures for 
action rests upon our leaders in politics, 
business enterprise, labor organizations and 
agriculture. 3ut most of them seemed to 
be engrossed in special interests and small 
affairs and repeating old phrases. So it 
seems to me chief responsibility for taking 
the initiative rests upén President Roosevelt. 

Despite all the criticism directed against 
him, he still has the affection of the ma- 
jority of the people, and the dignity of his 
high office commands the respect of the 
whole country.

Yet, as the 
Brookings Institution’s work on the forma- 
tion of capital shows, most of the savings in 
that period went not into the expansion of 
capital goods but into speculation and cor- 
porate consolidations. 

Then came the crash of 1929.

If something like this ts not done. what 
lies ahead? Does anyone who has tried to 
survey the whole situation and disentangle 
thought from his passions really be- 
lieve that a return to the laws of 1928 would 
do more than make a little flurry and end 
in another explosion such as we had in 
1929? No; I am convinced that new meas- 
ures, new courage, a positive and deter- 
mined resolve to speed up production are 
necessary to lift the nation out of the 
slough of economic despond and moral frus- 
tration.

Scientists Measure Nucleus 
First Time—lIts Shape 
That of Football. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—The shape 
‘of the nucleus, or center, of an 
atom. the first ever measured, was 
‘announced today at Columbia Pni- 
iversity. The form is 
football one  five-trillionth of an 
inch long. It stands on end and 
‘spins like a top with a speed of 
‘millions of revolutions a second. 
The shape is a surprise. Scientists 
had thought that an atomic nu- 
cleus was probably spherical. 

Prof. I. lL. Rabi of Columbia ex- 
plained that this whirling atomic 
football has a north and a south 
pole similar to a compass needle. 
The measurement apparatus is a 
hollow pipe about 10 inches in 
diameter and five feet long with a 
slit at one end. Its interior is kept 

n a state of almost complete 
ivacuum. When a magnet is placed 
‘inside this tube it attracts the 
atoms by pulling on their spinning, 
magnetic, football-shaped nuclei. 
'To start the experiment two mag- 
nets are used, the first one deflect- 
ing the atoms to the north and the 
second turning them back to the 
south. At the south pole station 
‘is a detector, which registers every 
atom before it passes on. 

The final step is to place a third 
oscillating magnet between the other 
two in the tube. The third alter- 
nates back and forth from north to 
south. When these alternations are 
exactly equal in number per second 
to the wobbling, or precession 
movement, of the little atomic foot- 
balls the latter speed up. The in- 
crease in speed is in the rate of 
precession. The little footballs no 
longer go to the south pole and 
register on the atomic clock. Thus 
the scientists know the number of 
precession turns made by the 
nuclei. 

Prof. Rabi said that this method 
detects differences as small as 
one-millionth ‘of a millionth of a 
volt.

wasp-waisted silhouettes upon well-padded mammas who 
have slumped in their slacks something radical has to 
be done to conceal roly-poly middles. The more “build 
up” that can be given to the hipline as well as the 
shoulders and bustline, the tinier the waist becomes 
by comparison. 

Next to the importance of waistlines in creating the 
proper respect for figures for autumn, there is the back- 
ward movement. Bustles are one example of this ten- 
dency of the fashions to make a retreating woman look 
more interesting than one who is greeting you. Shirred 
back panels, clusters of bows, stiffened sashes, odd little 
peplums and many other ruses are employed to prompt 
women to turn their backs to the world, while they fol- 
low the whims of designers. 

The third point in focusing attention on silhouettes 

s the achievement of a long-torso look. Sometimes this 
e done by sweeping waistlines downward at the back so 


that they seem to reach to the end of the spine. Again 
a basque bodice may be buttoned down to the hipline, 
moulding the figure tightly all the way, where an at- 
tached skirt is gathered very full. This skirt fullness 
may be placed at the front as well as the back, thus 
proving that the back interest mentioned above is due for 
some competition. 

With these trends of tiny waistlines and long torsos 
so pronounced, the full skirt hemline becomes inevitable. 
And when hemlines are wide they invariably are high 
in accordance with the modern scheme of fashions. 
Youthfulmess continues to be an essential of smartness 
even though so many of the new style features are taken 
from an era when a grandmother looked old before her 
time and sedateness of dress as well as demeanor was 
the first requisite of a “young lady.” 

Sleeves and necklines are reduced to minor roles. in 
this dramatization of the silhouette, their sleckness bor- 


dering on such severity that heavy bracelets, brooches 
and necklaces are necessary to give them their due 
recognition. Headlines also have a certain severity, 
thanks to upswept front coiffures leaving ears exposed. 

Hats do their part in proving the rule that figures have 
to balance. There is a tendency toward heavy effects 
with height of crown, thick cuff brims and huge poufs 
of trimming noteworthy as means of supplying a certain 
weight to the top of the silhouette. When back fullness 
of dresses or coats is a feature of the costume, millinery 
decorations go to the front as a further means of balanc- 
ing figures. 

Since inspiration for the current trend was taken from 
the ears when a certain elaboration of costuming was 
paramount, there is a “dressy” flair to the modes. Sequins 
and spangles adorn street-length dresses. Braid and

Many years ago, John A. Cantor, an inmate, peddled 
pardons in Sing Sing. In his heyday, he was one of the most 
notorious forgers in the United States. When he came to 
prison he obtained a position in the record room because he 
was an expert penman. For a consideration he would forge 
the Governor’s signature to a pardon and secure the release 
of the prisoner. His forgeries were so perfect that officials 
were easily deceived. Cantor later tried to write his way out 
of prison but was detected and placed in solitary confine- 
ment. Soon thereafter, a politician interviewed him and 
promised a commutation for an enormous fee. Cantor 
turned over every penny he made from prisoners whose re- 
lease he had secured. But, in the end, he found that he, too, 
had been duped.

@ AT ONE TIME, prisoners could be received at Sing Sing only if 


their terms ended during the summer months. The law decreed that no 
prisoner could be released during the winter; the courts also held that 
ifan inmate escaped and remained at large until the day his sentence 
would have expired, he could not be brought back to prison. 

JACK PARKER was the mt ae actually to “sell” the Brooklyn 
bridge He was the shrewdest confidence man I have ever met. Jack, 
who recently died in Sing Sing, often related to me the incident that 
gave him his biggest laugh.

Parker was not 
only wined and dined in style, but succeeded in cashing a check for 
several hundred dollars. He even obtained an additional sum to de-

He was cited for bravery in action, but his decoration was not 
livered to him. In 1932, Andy was unemployed and unable to support 
his family. In desperation he committed a burglary and was sentenced 
to Sing Sing. In 1934, after he had been here two years, Uncle Sam 
finally sent Andy the medal for valor under fire. But five days later, 
Andy received the shock of his life. He was notified that because he had 

N convicted of a felony, he would be deported to Germany, the coun- 
ty he had fought against in the war. 


HERE’S a shadow over Chau-

they called Tiny Tom isn’t there 
any more. He has gone to join 
Tiny Tim and all the other little 
lads, undefeated by affliction, who 
have made the world sweeter by liv- 
ing in it awhile, shaming all the un- 
afflicted who complain. 

Chautauqua is the Illinois sum- 
mer resort among the Piasa hills 
between Elsah and Grafton where 
St. Louis families spend their sum- 
mer days. Tiny Tom was the 
laughing elf who came out of 
Brown's Hollow to welcome them, 
after the winter’s loneliness, min- 
gled happily with them while the 
season lasted and knew his only 
sorrow when, at its end, they went 
away. 

Tiny Tom, born in the hollow 
where he lived out his days, was 
christened Thomas Franklin Brown, 
but he was never anybody but 
Tommy to all who knew him best 
and Tiny Tom to those who found 
in him the spirit of The Christmas 
Carol’s Tiny Tim. 

Until he was three years old he 
was like all the other healthy chil- 
dren of Brown’s Hollow and the 
other healthy children who came ‘n 
the summer time to stay for a 
while at the resort nearby. Then 
set in an infirmity of the spine 
which weakened and bent his back 
so that when he was 6 he could 
not stand erect, a pitiful gnome- 
like little creature who wrung the 
hearts of all who saw him, the 
more so that from his bent pos- 
ture he smiled up at them, always 
happy, heedless of his affliction. 

Among the St. Louis women 
whose hearts were touched by Tiny 
Tom’s plight were Mrs. G. V. R. 

Oth- 
ers had said that something should 
be done about it, willing to do 
something about it but not quite 
knowing what could be done. Mrs. 
Mechin and Mrs. Woods-saw to it 
that something was done.

At the 
Shriners’ Hospital the doctors said 
it was a tuberculous infection of 
the spine which would make its 
way to his lungs unless it was 
stopped.

‘off the coast. On this afternoon 
‘Director Hathaway had his cam- 
‘eras trained skyward and every 
time he gave the order to “roll 
'them” there was the airplane writ- 
ling big letters in smoke. Both 
‘Hathaway and Goldwyn were an- 
/noyed. 

| In the real Philippine campaign 
ithere were many casualties. In the

jumping off a wall. Half a dozen

Finally, Jack Caf- 
fey, the property man, rounded up 
a couple of hundred, had the bar- 
rels sawed off to fit the diminu- 
tive fighters and filled the cart- 
ridge belts with blank cartridges.

‘ris, barongs, spears and kampa- 
longs. Such weapons are hard to 
handle without inflicting grievous 
wounds, so Caffey made up a sup- 
ply out of rubber with hickory cen- 
ters. The extras, who value their 
hides, appreciated this thoughtful- 


ness on Mr. Caffey’s part.

As there was only 2000 rounds 
of ammunition, the boys had to be 
pretty sparing with it.

There were other problems. Stunt 
men had to be rounded up to let 
the boys throw dynamite at them, 
to jump from palm trees onto nar- 
row walis, to pilot rafts through 
rapids.

Under the guild con- 
tract with the studios, dummies 
can't be used to do the work of 
people. The only time you can use 
a dummy is when an extra refuses 
to risk his neck. And few extras 
object to risking necks. 

Director Hathaway made some of 
his battle scenes particularly realis- 
tic. Heads, arms and legs were 
lopped off willy nilly, stomachs 
were ripped opén, men fell with 
spears sticking in their backs. It 
is questionable whether American 
audiences will view these occur- 
rences, but certainly European fans 
will, Anything in the way of blood 
letting seems to go with the Euro- 
peans. 

Needless to say, all the atrocities 
were tricked. Paul Widlicska, 
head of the special effects depart- 
ment, the chief trickster and 
it was he who figured out a way 
of cutting a man’s head off with- 
out hurting him.

INTER-TRIBAL CEREMONIAL 
AT GALLUP IN AUGUST 


Indian tribes of the Southwest 
are beginning to gather at the 
“place by the bridge” as they call 
Gallup, N. M. 

Here each year 7000 Indians from 
nearly 40 different tribes join forces 
to produce America’s most color- 
ful and spectacular Indian show, 
the annual Inter-Tribal Indian 
Ceremonial. For four days they 
will dance, chant, compete in sports 
and engage in weird pagan rites 
before capacity. audiences made up 
of their white brothers. The Gal- 
lup Ceremonial is the largest and 
most authentic Indian spectacle of 
its kind in the country. 

Usually the ceremonial is held 
the last part of August. But a 
change in dates has been announced 
by Joseph Lieberman, Santa Fe 
agent and this year’s president of 
the Ceremonial Association. The 
event will open on Aug. 17 and run 
through four days with the last 
performance scheduled for the eve- 
ning of the 20th. In addition to 
Seven regular shows, the associa- 
tion has also arranged a colorful 
street parade each day except Sun- 
day. 

A special attraction each year is 
the unusual display of Indian arts 
and crafts in the Exhibit Hall 
where thousands of articles are 
shown. A score of native crafts- 
men will be at work showing the 
technique of Indian handicraft. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC LINER 10 
MAKE TWO FOUR-DAY CRUISES 


The Canadian Pacific liner 
“Duchess of Atholl” will make two 
four-day cruises from Montreal, 
Aug. 4 and 14, and New York, Aug. 
8 and 18. The trip between the two 
cities affords many scenic pros- 
pects. The green banks of the St. 
Lawrence are dotted with tiny vil- 
lages which cluster about great 
churches and monasteries. After 
Lake 8t. Peter, the river widens 
and one arrives at Cap Diamond, 
crowned by the Citadel of Old Que- 
bec and below Wolfe’s Cove. 

Past picturesque Gaspe Peninsu- 
la Anticosti Island is skirted and 
the rocky bluffs of Newfoundland 
are seen in the distance. Further 
along the serene waters of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence the red roads of 
Prince Edward Island are sighted 
winding through pleasant pastoral 
country until one passes through 
the Strait of Canso, which separates 
Cape Breton Island from its parent 
Nova Scotia, 

Quebec is a romantic walled city 
found in 1608 by Samuel Champlain 
and the old city has had its ups and 
downs, geographically as well as 
historically. In the Lower Town 
are narrow streets where old 
“Grand-pere” may lean out of his 
window and borrow shag tobacco 
from his neighbor across the street. 
An escalator leads from this portion 
of the city, but curious visitors. will 
climb the winding cobbled streets to 
the Place d’Armes with its monu- 
ment to Champlain, its rank of 
waiting caleches, the two-wheeled 
vehicles in which one should tour 
the city. Close by is the house 
which was Montcalm’s headquar-

which was opened to the ships of the world 25 years ago this 
week, is secure against attack from battleships but vulnerable 
to sabotage and possibly to a sudden aerial attack by a few “do-or- 
die’ bombers. Army and navy officers, diplomats and many others 
believe that if war does come to the United States it will be announced 
by an attempt to cripple the “big ditch.” Here on this page are 
presented an artist's conceptions of some of the principal ways in 
which attacks might be attempted. 
The silver anniversary of the “big ditch” finds it already strongly 
defended and well guarded but with major steps under way or pro- 
ed as a means of assuring its security as closely’ as possible. 
Blocking of the canal would mean that the United States fleet might 
be seriously delayed in going from one ocean to another in time of 
war. It has been suggested from time to time that a second canal 
should be built through Nicaragua but this plan has been practically 
abandoned in favor of constructing an emergency set of locks at 
Panama which would in effect provide a second canal. On the House 
calendar is a bill to install this emergency set of locks at a cost of 
$277,000,000. A bill passed last June provides $27,000,000 for improv- 
ing the canal defenses.

Coast water-front unions and of a sizeable segment 
of inland labor, too, in California, Oregon and 
Washington. His headline career, which spans about 
a decade, has seen him rise from a San Francisco 
stevedore to regional directos, for the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations, and has reached a current 
culmination in Department of Labwr deportation pro- 
ceedings being conducted before Dean James M. 
Landis of the Harvard Law School on Angel Island in 
San Francisco Bay. 

Bridges became a national figure in 1934 as a re- 
sult of the San Francisco general strike. This grew out 
of the demands of his International Longshoremen’s 
Union—then affiliated with the American Federation of 
Labor—for higher wages and shorter hours, and, above 
all, for union control of the hiring halls in which dock 
workers are recruited. Other unions supported the 
12,000 longshoremen, and San Francisco was brought 
as close to industrial and commercial paralysis as a 
metropolis ever has been in peacetime. 

The general strike was suppressed, but it was not 
long before Bridges’ followers had control of the hiring 
halls. Today they are bargaining with employers 
on what is virtually a coastwise basis. However, the 
union's strength was frequently put to the test both by 
employers and rival labor leaders. Chief among the

Violence often touched 
these disputes, especially after Bridges led his union 
into the CIO and changed its name to Internationa! 
Longshoremen and Warehousemen’s Union. Bridges 
now has arrived at a truce with the teamsters; the A. F. 
of L..CIO in the main co-operate in San Francisco. 

The cocky little man with the long nose and the 
crackling black eyes usually is painfully curt. If es- 
pecially expansive, he will say: ‘I've been pushed 
around so much, I've got to be cagy.” 

Much of this ‘pushing around” has taken the form 
of accusing him of being a Communist and demanding 
his deportation as an alien who, as a Communist, 
would overthrow the Government by violence. The 
Communists contend they do not advocate anything of 
the kind. The Communist charge he denies; the alien 
is true, although he recently took out ‘first papers” for 
the third time. The Red charges were brought from the 
Pacific Coast to Washington sounding boards by the 
late Senator Royal S. Copeland of New York and Rep- 
resentative Martin Dies of Texas. 

Evidence supporting the accusation so far purports 
to show that Bridges held membership in the party 
under an assumed name and that his actions have 
been in accord with its policies. At this he laughs. As 
for allowing previous applications for citizenship to 
lapse, he once told the Post-Dispatch: “I was too busy.”

and the White House “palace guard" has not been 
mended by Jim’s conference with President Roosevelt 
at Hyde Park last Sunday. While abroad, Farley prob- 
ably will have to make the decision of whether to bow 
to the “palace guard” and begin a campaign to draft 
Roosevelt for a third term, or to throw his weight open- 
ly against the administration. 

For some time now, Farley has been on the out- 
side looking in as far as Presidential confidence goes, 
although he and the President have remained personal 
gooa friends. The split between him and the “palace 
guard,”’ those New Dealers who are closest to the 
President in shaping White House policy, is the result 
of Farley's refusal to support Robert H. Jackson, now 
Solicitor-General, for the governorship of New York 
last year, and to go along on the “purge” of Demo- 
cratic anti-New Dealers. 

The New Dealers were trying to build up Jackson 
as a 1940 Presidential nominee by getting him the New 
York governorship, the next most important executive 
post in the nation. Active support of Farley as chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee and boss 
of the party was necessary, but Farley was reported to 
have had ambitions for the governorship himself. 
Jackson’s sensational speeches of the time—as the 
Philadelphia one in which he charged big business 
had gone on strike against the New Deal—failed to 
make him a hero with the public, and he instead found 
himself in the position of goat for the administration. 
Since then he has been regarded as politically dead, 
although he has led the New Deal fight along the 
Supreme Court front. 


A S POSTMASTER-GENERAL JAMES A. FARLEY, 
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Thomas G. Corcoran, who although nominally only a coun- 
sel for the RFC has become the President's closest po- 
litical adviser. Born in Rhode Island, he worked his way 
through Brown University as a dance pianist and mountain 
guide, led his class at Harvard Law School, became a 
protege of Professor Felix Frankfurter, secretary for a year 
to Supreme Court Justice Holmes, then a Wall Street at- 
torney.

They have always been dubious 
of Farley's attitude toward the New Deal, and he has 
returned the mistrust. They liked to think they could 
take over his field of practical, vote-getting politics as 
well as act as idea men. And the failure of their 
purge campaign and the subsequent Republican gains 
proved their ineptness in Farley's field. 

This inner circle feels that by his blocking of Jack- 
son, Farley has made it necessary for Roosevelt to run 
for a third term, and the time has come for Jim to pass 
the word down the line to draft Roosevelt. Farley has 
remained stubborniy silent, contending he is not free to 
speak until the President gives a clear indication of his 
1940 intentions. He does emphasize he will continue 
to be loyal to the President. The “palace guard” sus- 
pects he is more interested in becoming President him- 
self than in advancing Roosevelt's candidacy. So in 
recent months the group has “needled” Farley; he has 
not been consulted on appointments, and was slapped 
hard twice recently with the appointment of his old 
enemy, Paul V. McNutt, as Federal Security Adminis- 
trator (with no warning to Farley), and the reported 
grooming of Colonel E. J..S. (Eddie) Donovan by the 
“palace guard” as a possible successor to Farley as 
Democratic chairman. 

An open split with Farley would be far more 
serious for the New Dealers than that with the conser- 
vative Democratic faction headed by Vice-President 
Garner.

April through October, climbs on vegetation, where it 
waits to attach itself to animals or humans that 
brush by. They crawl about a person's body with sur- 
prising speed until stopped by obstacles, such as a 
belt, then, a half hour to two hours after contact, pierce 
the skin with the claws, usually at the root of a hair 
follicle, and suck the fatty cutaneous substance, pre- 
pared by a discharge from the claws. When gorged, 
usually within two to four days, they drop off and 
grow up to be harmless red mites, but often they are 
brushed off by clothing within 48 hours. The intense 
itching usually causes the victim to scratch the lesion, 
with a secondary infection resulting. 

Anyone contemplating tramping through grass 
and underbrush should shake finely powdered sulphur 
into his clothes and especially his socks and shoes to 
ward off the pests, esubeheusn say. If exposed to 
chiggers without protection, he should bathe immedi- 
ately in warm salty water, leaving soap lather on for 
10 minutes, and should change clothing. Benzine, 
kerosene or a copper compound may also be used. 
Brief applications of rubbing alcohol or 70 per cent 
grain alcohol, or phenol, menthol, or drops of chloro-
